The official count of the known dead 
is 122, of whom at least ninety are 
girls and women.

and sixty are missing, and physicians 
have no hope for the recovery of 
many of the injured. 
Only forty-two 
of the dead had been identified, and it 
is almost certain that scores of the 
victims will he hurled in unnamed 
graves. 
Chester and the surrounding coun 
try has awakened from the stunned 
apathy with which the flr.-d news ol 
the horror was received. 
Mixed with 
the great grief which shared by the 
community in common with the be­ 
reaved relatives of the victims, there 
is deep resentm ent and anger against 
what virtually every one believes was 
a plot that did not spare Innocent 
lives in (he effort 
to 
rrippole 
even 
slightly a huge muaition plant. 
Unbroken secrecy surrounds every 
step of the investigation being pur 
sued. 
Information which 
leaks 
out 
here and there, however, indicates that 
the investigations

responsible for the disaster. 
The plot theory' is corroborated in 
the story told by Mrs. Annie Keating. 
of 133 Cleveland avenue, Trenton. Mr!.

Send us help.” 
The note was in a plain envelope, 
and was signed by two foreign names 
which have not been divulged.

America’s Champion Aviator, 


Who Has Offered to Fly 


For Old Glory. 


The government has invoked for the ' 
first time its drastic powers to strike 
a deathblow ut exorbitant war protits. 
Under authority of the last naval ap­ 
propriation bid a manufacturer was 
directed to furnish a large order of war 
supplies ut a price lived by the govern­ 
ment, far lower tlian the figure volun­ 
tarily submitted. 
If the order Is not 
obeyed tho plant will be taken over 
aud operated by the government. 
It is understood that the concern 
against which these statutes have b<*en 
invoke*I refused to meet the govern­ 
ment's requirements ns to price when 
th** orders were tendered originally 
aud In tin* regular way. 
So far as 
known this Is the only ease of th** kind 
yet produced by the present emergency. 
Hmm;-can governments are flaying an 
average of IO per cent profit on war 
materials purchased 
in the United 
States. It was asserted authoritatively 
flint the government of the United 
States intends to bur its own supplies 
at less than that rate of profit to the 
seller.
